That will stand on!) long as the ma 
jority of the people in town and eountry abide 
by it and insist upou it. Then it will go by the 
board, and we shall have ‘‘free trade’ in making 
of class and occupational combines, Whether it 
will really come to this remains to be seen. What 
is clear at the moment is that the farmers have 
given a lead toward the abolition of competition 
and the substitution of ‘upational combine, 
And that they have found the change to be to 
their finaneial advantage
